5. The number of regular students to bo admitted each year is generally 120, but the 
Principal may, at his discretion, increase or decrease this number, ami tho final selection 
lies entirely with him.

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2. The present Bengal Legislative QoutepU.met for the first time on the 21st January 
1924 On the 24th March 1924 the CoanciL',rS}ected the demand for the salaries of 
Ministers by 1 vote A motion, which was %»i valent to a vote of censure, had, however, 
been moved m the same Counpllon the 20th February 1924 and bad been i ejected The 
Ministers accordingly did nc*cofeider,the votaof the 24th Maroh as a vote of cessnre, and 
they wen? propaied to continue in office ^without salary. 'His Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal &lao accepted the vie V (that the decisiep of the Council on the 24tfi March did not 
necessity rep»asent its considered opinion, either in regard to the personnel of the 
existing Ministry or in regard to the question whether any Ministers should be appointed 
at all It was therefore decided to’ resubmit the matter for 1 the reconsideration of the 
Council at its next meeting, and. meanwhile the Minister^ continued in office A supple- 
mentaiy demand for the salsifies of Ministers was placed before the Council on the 26th 
August 1924 and was rejected by 68 votes to 66. , The Ministers then resigned and His 
Excellency the Governor assumed, charge of the administration of the transferred 
subjects under the Transferred Subjects* (Temporary Administration) Rules 

3 On the 17th February’ 1925, the Council by a majority of 75 to 51 votes cartied a 
resolution recotnmonding that a provision be made for the salaries of Ministers in the 
budget for the year 1925-26 Nawab Bahadur Saijid Nawab All Chaudhun Khan 
Bahadur and Raja Manmalha Nath Ray Chaudhury were appointed to be Ministers on the 
14tli Marcli 1925 and at the same time an official announcement was issued to the Press, 
of which the following is an extract — 

“ In ordejf that tifere hmy be’ no misunderstanding, it is perhaps desirable to explain 
m advance what view the Government will take of the action of the Council 
in certain eventualities — 

(1) If the demand for Ministers’ salaries is again rejected in toto the Govern- 

ment will regard this as an indication that t^e Council refuses to provide 
salaries for any Ministers In that caee His Excellency will apply to the 
Government of India to retiansfer all the transferred subjects under 
Devolution Rule 6, and, if this ib done, Bengal would thereafter be 
governed by a Governor in Council Any motion to reduco the salaries 
of Ministers to less than Rs 3,000 a month will similarly be regarded by 
Government as a refusal on the part of the Council to provide adequate 
Salanes for any Ministers, and, it earned, will have a similar result 

(2) If a motion to reduce the amount payable to Ministers by any sum between 

Rs 1,000 and 11s 2,000 per month is carried this will bo accepted by 
Government as the figure at which the Council desires to fix the remu- 
neration of Ministers. \ 

(3) If a motion to reduce the amount payable to Ministers by a nominal sum 

between one rupee and Rs. 100 1 b oarned this will be regarded by Gov em- 
ment as indicating a vote of censure on the Ministers who will then resign 
i i , and others will be appointed in their place The opinion of the Council on 
. their successors can be expressed either by a nominal reduction of Rs 100 

in one of the demands for transferred subjects which has st,ll to be voted 
or later when a supplementary demand is nlade in the next session for 
the nominal sum wbioh has been reduced " *

On the 23rd March 1925, the ConndU by a majority of 69 to 63 again rejected the 
demand foi the salaries of Ministers, though during the discussion of the motion for the 
demand the Ilou’ble Sir Hugh Stephenson made it clear that the total rejection of the 
demand would be interpreted as indicating that the Council did not desire to <have any 
Ministers at all. The Ministers then resigned and on the 25th March His Excellency the 
Governor again lesumed charge of the administration of the transferred subjects under the 
Temporary Administration Rules 

4 The present Bengal Council has therefore on three occasions decided to provide no 
salaries for Ministers, though the issue was very definitely put before it on the last 
occasion. It is clear that the administration of transferred subjects by the Governor under 
the Tempmary Administration Rules cannot continue indefinitely, as such an arrangement 
is neither suitable nor intended as a permanent form of administration. In these circum- 
stances the Government of India and the Secretary of Stale have no alternative but to 
accept the thrice expressed desire of the existing Legislative Council that theie shall be no

Rules for admission to the Government Weaving Institute, Serampore. 

I Object for which the Institute Is established. > 

The Weaving Institute has boon established n\ itli the object of giving technical 
lusti notion in the best and latest methods of hand-weaving, of extending a knowledge of 
the mechanical improvements which make the modern hand-loom so vastly more effec- 
tm # an instrument than the primitive looms si ill widely used by vveaveis in Bengal, and 
so ot strengthening and reviving the weaving industry m this country. 

With those objects in vi$w two distinct giades of instruction are given, forming 
higher and lower classes, Respectively — 

( 1 ) To 30 uiig men of fair oducation, who may be trained as teachers, managers and 

organisers of the weaving industry These fonn the higher classes , 

(2) To actual hand-loom weavers Tlieso form the lower or aifcisan classes. 

4 

The institute is staffed and administered the Bengal Government. It is managed 
by the Pimcipal under the general control of the Director of Industries, Bengal. 

Rules for the higher classes 

1 Tim number of admissions to these classes in each year is limited to 75 Tw< nty- 
five per cent of the seats will ordinarily bo reserved for Muhammadan students, the 
claims of eligible candidates in excess of tins number will be considered on their merits.

( a ) Direct damage m respect of persons of propeity (other than that icieired to in

Character of tha season. — As reported m the preceding forecast, the weather during 
tho eatl> stage ot the crops was not geueiall} favourable. Dry weather during the month 
of December, however, improved the pi aspects, but occasional untimely rain with hail 
between January and the middle of March adveisely affected the meture crops to some 
extent Subsequently dry weather was helpful to the harvesting of the late crops. On 
tho whole the season has been a tat. one foi the crops this >ear. 

Acreage— Oilseeds aie chiefly glow n 111 the Kajsliahi, Dacca and Presidency Divi- 
sions In the other two divisions the cultivation is small. The total area under these 
crops (excepting seijamum, for which separate forecasts are issued) is returned at 884,600 
acre', this year as against 882,500 acres in the corresponding forecast of last year 

Outturn.— Prom the District Ollicern’ estimates the provincial outturn of the different 
oilseed crops works out at 7o per c u nt ot tht normal as against 72 per cent in the corres- 
ponding lorec ist oflast year , , 

Taking 5j} maunds as tho normal rate of \ield per acre tor linseed, 6 maunds for rape 
and mustaid, and 4} maunds foi other oilseeds, the total yield of the crops foi the 
province i- estimated at 144,000 tons Ibis year as against 1.57,800 tons last year

Revised draft rules under the Indian Poisons Act 1919, were published for criticism in 
notification No, 157 1P1., dated the 9th May 1924 As a result of the opinions received it 
was decided that revision of the rules as a whole on more radical lines is necessary, and 
the following small Committee was appointed to advise on the lines to be adopted 

Major-General R. Heard, C I.E., I M.S , Snrgeon-General with the Government of 
Bengal. 

Major T. C. Boyd, Chemical Examiner to the Government of Bengal. 

F. Bartley, Esj., Deputy Commissioner of Police, Calcutta 

A. Lnnan, Esq., Messrs. Bathgate & Co , Calcutta 

Narayan Chandra Bose, Esq,, Messrs B K Paul & Co., Calcutta 

The rules have now been redrafted m accordance with the recommendations of this 
Committee and are published again for criticism Their main feature is that poisons are 
now divided into three categories subject to different degrees of restriction, on the lines of 
the practice m the United Kingdom The full restrictions under the old rules only apply 
to the poisons included in Schedule I ; and this list has been extended in accordance with 
technical advice. It includes opium and other poisons which are subject to the Excise 
law and which are treated as poisons in the United Kingdom It is not, however, 
intended to establish dual control over the custody of such poisons under the Poisons Act, 
as well as the Excise law. Licenses under the Poisons Act will be granted to all persons 
duly authorised by the Excise authorities to possess excisable commodities, and the only 
control over the possession of these poisons will be that at present established by the 
Excise Department 

Certain changes in detail have been introduced with a \iew to meeting the 
convenience of chemists For instance, no stock register is now required for the 
consumption of poisons issued to a chHmst’s dispensary It is proposed to restrict the 
grant of licenses under the Poisons Act in future to persons holding a compounder’s 
license or employing licensed compounders, but discretion is left to the licensing officer 
to A'elax these qualifications for special reasons The difficult question of patent medicines 
has been dealt with by placing m Schedule II all patent medicines which contain poisons 
enumerated in Schedule I • so that the fact that a patent medicine contains a poison will, 
not necessitate an unnecessary degree of precaution in handling it It has also been made 
clear that the detailed restrictions in these rule* apply only to the retail trade

Poison and restrictions on retail sale thereof. 

1. The substances specified in Schedules I, II and III appended to these rules shall 
be deemed to be poisons for the purposes of the Poisons Act, 1919 (hereinafter referred to 
as the act) and these rules 
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2 The following restrictions shall apply to the retail sale of poisons specified tn 
Schedule III, namely — 

Every vessel, package or covering containing such poison shall be labelled with — 

(t) the name of the poison, . 

(u) the words ‘poisonous’ and ‘not to be taken ’ distinctly printed both in English 
and the vernacular, and 

(m) the name and address of the vendor 

3. The following restrictions shall apply to the retail sale of poisons specified in 
Sch *dule II, namely — 

(») All the restrictions mentioned in rale 2 applying to poisons specified in 
Schedule III, 

(u) no sucu poison shall be sold except by a firm or a person holding a license 
granted under rule 5, 

(m) when any such poison is sold it shall be securely packed m a closed receptacle 
or packet and every such receptacle or packet shall be labelled by the vendor 
with a red label be mug the name of the poison in English and the 
\ernacular and the name and address of the vendor together with the 
date of sale, and 

(to) every sale of such poisons shall, so far as possible, be conducted by the nceuse- 
holder in person, or where the license-holdei is a firm or a company, 
through or under the supervision of an accredited representative of such 
firm or company. 

4 The following restrictions shall apply to the retail sale of poisons specified in 
Schedule I, namely — 

(t) All the restrictions mentioned in rules 2 and 3 applying to poisons specified m 
Schedules II and III. * 

(tt) A license-holder shall not sell any such poisons to any person unless he is 
personally known to him or is identified to his satisfaction. He shall not sell any of the 
said poisons to any person who appears to him to be under the age of 18 years or to any 
person who does not appear to him to be in full possession of his faculties, or to any 
wandering mendicant. 

(m) Before the delivery of such poison an entry shall be made in the poison 
register of — 

(a) the date of the sale, 

(b) the name and address of the purchaser, 

(c) the name and quantity of the poison, • 

(tf) purpose for which it is required, ami 

(e) the signature of the purchaser, , 

« 

(iu) The vessel, package or covering containing such poison shall be labelled with — 

(a) the name of the poison, 

(b) the word “ poison *’ both in English and the vernacular, and 

(c) the name and address of the vendor. » 


(c) Every license-holder shall maintain a stock and sale register in the form 
appended to the«,e rules, in which he shall enter the sales of poisons specified in the 
schedules to these rules Separate pages shall be allotted in the register lor each item 
of poison and the license-holder shall enter thereon side by side all stock and sales of 
poisons The register shall be totalled and balanced daily and initialled by the license- 
holder himself or by his accredited representative, if the license-holder is a firm or a 
compuiy 

Provided that poisons issued from stock to the dispensary on any day shall be entered 
as one item on the issue side of this register, no detailed stock register beiug maintained 
of consumption xn the dispensary. 

(in) Allbuch poisons which are kept for sale by the license-holder under these rules, 
shall n e kept in a box, almirah, room or building (according to the quantity maintained) 
secured lw lock and key, and in which no snbstance shall be kept* other than poisons

An Act to provide for the better regulation of cotton ginning 

. and cotton pressing factories. 

Whkrbas it is expedient to provide for the better regulation 
of cotton ginning and cotton pressing factories , It is hereby 
enacted as follows — 

Short title, 1, (/) This Act may he culled the Cotton Ginning and 
mencemont c0,n ' Pressing Factories Act, 1925.

Character Of tha Seasons — As indicated in tho precoding forecasts, the conditions 
■were favourable, on the whole, up till the end of December. Later on occasional heavy- 
showers during the mouths January to March, accompanied in places with hail, serio usl y 
damaged the mature crop especially in the important district of Malda which contOTus 
more than one third of the total area under wheat m the province. On the whole, the 
season has been unfavourable for the crop. 

IflUMIfB' — * to District officers' estimates, the total ares sown is 126,400 

acres this year as against 120,400 acres last year 

Outturn. — The provincial outturn, as worked out from district estimates, is 64 per 
cent, of the normal as against 62 per cent, last year. Taking the normal yield to be 81 
mannds per acre, the gross yield of the crop for the province is estimated at 24,800 tons 
this year as against 22,900 tons last year. 

At the end of April the average wholesale price of wheat at the principal marts of 
the province was Rs. 6-4-6 per maund, or about 24 and 19 per cent, higher than the prioes 
ruling at the corresponding periods of last year and the year preceding respectively. The 
average wholesale price of common rice at the principal marts, on the other hand, was 
Rs. 7-0-7 per mannd, or about 23 and 22 per cent, higher than the prices ruling at the 
corresponding periods of last year and the year preceding respectively.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for April 1926. 

I Character Of the season.— The weather was dry during the first week of the 
month, after which precipitation became general throughout the Presidency and heavy in 
parts oi North and East Bengal. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

It Progress Of agricultural operations.— The dry weather in the beginning of 
of the month delayed sowings of jute and paddy. These operations were facilitated by 
the good subsequent rainfall except in places of North and East Bengal, where excessive 
rain caused further delay especially m the low land tracts. 

IH StatO Of Standing crops. — The condition of standing crops was generally 
sitisfaetory in East and North Bengal, while in West Bengal it was only fair. 

IV Prospects and probable outturn. — The prospects of sugai cane, til, jute and 
paddy were generally hopeful * 

< V DamagO to Standing crops. — Damage to young jute and paddy plants is reported 
to have been caused by excessive ram in parts of some low land tracts ot North and East 
Bengal 

VI Condition of agricultural Stock. — The condition of live-stock wa«, on the 
whole, satisfactory Stray cases of cattle-disease, however, were reported from parts of 
Nadia, Jessore, Dinajpur, Rangpur, Dacca, Bakargauj, Tippera and Cooch-Bohar and 
Tripura States 

VII Failure Of pasturage and foddor.- No insufficiency of fodder was reported 
from any part of the Presidency 

VIII. Prices Of food-grains. — During the second fortnight of the month the letail 
price of common rice of the cheapest quality fell in four, rose in eleven districts and 
lemainod stationary in the rest of the Presidency It ranged from 5 seers per rupee 
at Tippera to 7 seers per ?upee at Chittagong

The Report on the working of the Co-operative Societies m Bengal for the year 
ending 30th June 1924. 

Administration. — Rai J. M. Mitra Bahadur held the office of the 
Registrar till the 10th Januaiy 1924, when he left for England to take charge 
of the Bengal Court of the British Empire Exhibition Mr M Thorp, 
Deputy Registrar, then assumed chaige of the department and held it, ior 
the rest of the yeai. The po^t of Deputy Registrar was abolished with effect 
from the 1 1th January 1924,' the date on which Mr Thorp was appointed 
to act as the Registrar. The recommendation of the Bengal Retrenchment 
Committee that the post of Personal Assistant to the Registrar of Co-opera- 
tive Societies should ordinarily be filled by a Sub-Deputy Collector instead 
of by a Deputy Collector was given effect to during the year The long 
deferred division of the combined charge of the Presidency and Burdwan 
Divi'-ious by the appointment of an Assistant Registrar for each was carried 
out dunug the year The new arrangement should facilitate the growth of 
the co-operative movement in those two divisions, and should enable more 
effective supervision to be exercised over the societies already m existence. 
In accordance with the principle that the numbei of Sub-Deputy Collectors 
employed aB Inspectors should be kept at its minimum, an additional post 
of departmental inspector was created to fill the placo of Maulvi A M 
Arshad All appointed Personal Assistant, Tlio question whethei a further 
reduction in the number of Sub- Deputy Collectors employed in the 
department is practicable is now under the consideration of Government 
Tho proposal for the revision of pay of the subordinate inspecting staff of the 
department has been approved, and it is proposed to give effect t,o it as soon 
as the financial situation permits 

It is gratifying to note that the central banks continue to take over 
gradually the cost of honorary organisers. While agreeing with the view 
expressed in paragraph 14 of the report that the work of organisation should 
be left more and more to extra depaitmental agencies so far as the credit 
movement in advanced areas is concerned, Government, would reiterate the 
principle, already acoepted by them in connection with the recommendation 
of the Provincial Retrenchment Committee on the subject, that departmental 
stimulation will still be necessary not only in developing special types of 
societies, but, also m organising credit societies in areas still remaining un- 
developed. At the same time IDs Excellency trusts that the training of 
non-official agencies in the work of organisation will be regarded as one of 
the most important duties of the officers of the Co-operative Department. 

9 flEESPEl Progress Of the movement.— During the year under review 
the total number of societies of all kinds rose from 7,822 to 9,342 and the 
membership from 292,981 to 340,159, while the working capital increased 
from Rs. 4 33,63,800 to Bs. 5,07,66,290. . It is satisfactory that m the general 
expansion of the movement the internal improvement - of the societies has not. 
been lost sight of: dishonest office bearers have been dismissed refractory 
members expelled and steps have been taken for the realisation of bad debts 
and for spotting up unwieldy societies. 
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Tho Registrar again calls attention to the important part which the 
movement can play in encoui aging habits of thrift among the rural popula- 
tion It would seem that this aspect of co-operation is not yet fully realised 
by most central banks and it is to be hoped that no effort will be spared to 
encourage the,poorer classes to make greater use of co-operdtive societies as 
depositories for their small savings, thereby not only effecting a permanent 
improvement in then economic condition, but also making available to the 
outside woild of trade and commerce the accumulated savings of millions of 
agriculturists during their surplus season which usually coincides with the 
pciiod of tightness in the money market. 

3 Turning to details, co-operative organisations in the province may 
be broadly classified as follows — 

I. Primary Societies — 

(а) Agncultuial, 

(б) Non-agriculiuial , and 

II Central Co-opeiative Organisations. 

Steady progress has been made in all these directions during the ycai 
under review 


(I) PRIMARY SOCIETIES. 

(a) Agricultural Societies. 

(i) Credit Societies . — Agucultural credit societies constitute DO per 
cent of the total number of societies in the province 

The number of this class of societies lose duung f.he yeai under 
report fioni 7,011 to 8,368, their membership from 186,944 to 216,190. 
working capital Irom Rs 1,48.62,021 to Rs. 1 77,89.251, share capital liom 
7*03 lakhs to 10 27 lakhs and deposits iiom members from 6 98 lakhs 
to 7 83 lakhs While theie has been some inctoase in deposits Irom 
members, they still form but a small fraction of the total working capital, the 
societies mainly depending on cential banks and outside deposits The 
ptimaiy object, of a credit society should be the pi emotion of thrift among its 
membeis, and the Registrar should lake eveiy possible step to inculcate tins 
essential pnnciple on the societies 

Another unsatisfactory featuie of the situation \s the unpunctual lepay- 
mont of loans The collections duung the year amounted to 38£ iakhs 
and though the outstandings were reduced fiom 33*9 lakhs to 31 4 
lakhs, this fmmidablc sum still constitutes a real menace to the movement. 
Steps are being taken to effect internal impiovement in the woikiug of the 
societies and to seem e closer supervision over their proceedings and His 
Excellency trusts that the central batiks will actively co-operate with the 
departmem in cat rying through these much-needed improvements 

(tV) Agricultural purchase and purchase and sale societies.— Duung 

the year the number of these societies rose from 21 to 22, membership from 
4,147 to 4,441 and working capital from Rs 1,54,641 to Re. 1,56,161. The 
profits made by these societies amounted to Rs 3,620 against Rs. 5,910 in the 
preceding year. * 

It is reported that the Suudarbans Supply and Sale Society, the only 
society of this type which has hitherto been a marked success financially, 
made a profit of only Rs 2,189 against Rs. 10,000 in the previous year. The 
main reason appears to have been a diminution in the volume of business, 
winch consisted mainly of ordinary store transactions to the neglect of sale of 
the members’ agricultural produce. Moreover, the prices of goods were fixed 
wnbout reference to the actual cost of establishment and other charges. 
His Excellency the Governor trusts that this lesson will not be lost 
upon other societies. He also hopes that the experiments which are now 
being earned out in the organisation of paddy and jute sale societies in 
several districts will be attended with success. « 
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l*«) Irrigation Societies. — This class of societies has developed con- 
siderably during the year Their number increased from 114 to J73 (of 
which ae many ah 107 are m the Bankura distnct alone), inembei ship from 
4,689 to 7,376. and working capital from Rs. 77,658 to Rs. 1,29,598. The 
possibilities of these societies in the direction of solving the difficult problem 
of agncultural deterioration in the Western Bengal districts are very great. 
The Registrar roughly estimates that in many areas by means of adequate 
irrigation, pioduction can be mcieased by 100 per cent Moreover these 
irrigation societies dealing as they do, not only with stieain schemes but also 
with tank schemes aie indirectly serving the puipuse of anti-malarial 
societies ' Apart from the stream schemes for which there are special 
facilities in the disti icts of Bankura and Birbhum, the whole of Western 
Bengal affords splendid opportunities for the development of tank schemes. 
Financially these societies have hitherto been most successful and it is hoped 
that with the increased depat tmental staff foi this class ol societies which 
has now been sanctioned by the Legislative Council, the development f of 
co-operative irrigation movement will be substantially acceleiated. 

(*») Co-operative Agricultural Associations.— The number ol this type 

ot societies during the year rose from 11 to 16, but they have not as yet 
achieved any striking lesults A new type of society called the Modern 
Co-opeiative Agncultural Association, Limited, was loaned m the Presidency 
Division duung the yeai under leport, with a laudable, though ambitious 
ptogiammc The main object of this society appeals to lie the s dution of 
the vexed pioblem of middle-class unemployment by pioviding an agnnul- 
tuial colony for the middle-classes, with facilities for small plot cultivauon 
and vocational education The society unfortunately sustained a sevete 
hi* t back tliiough the death of two of its puncipal sympathiser. Sn Ashutosh 
Mukheijee and’ Sn Ashutosh (Jhoudhuiy It is, liowevei, Imped that the 
society will bo able to sui mount the initial difficulties undei which it is still 
labounng, and its lutuio careei will be watched with interest 

( v ) Production and Sale Societies.— Milk Societies.— These societies, 
which woic formeily confined to the Baiasat subdivision of the 24-Pdiganas 
distnct, have now spiead into the Jessoie dist net Dui mg the yeai then 
munbei increased fiom 52 to 51, membeiship liom 2,040 to 2,155, shaie 
capital horn Rs. 1,936 to Rs 2,774, leseive fund I mm Rs 2,580 to R> 7,448, 
and profit from Rs 4,846 to Rs 11,051 All these societies aie members ot 
tin* Calcutta Milk Union, f and then supply is almost wholly consumed in 
(Jd)cuttn. A sum ol over a lakh was lealised by the sale ot the ptodme, and 
in spite of tianspoit cfifficulties which stand m the way of a wider supply, 
these societies are proving more and more useful m solving the difficult 
pioblem of the milk supply of Calcutta 

(, V t } The Naogaon Ganja Cultivators’ Co-operative Society, Limited.— 

During the year the membeiship of this society increased from 3,22l to 
3,617 and sharo capital iiom Rs. 33,710 to Rs. 40,670 The sale proceeds 
totalled Rs 10,01,645 as against Rs 10.81,947 in the pieceding year The 
slight decrease in receipts fiom sales was due to a fall in the demand owing 
to the influence of the temperance movement and also to an increase in 
the retail sale price. The society continued to maintain its charitable 
institutions. 

(*) Non. Agrlou ltui>« I Soelotlao. 

These mainly fall undei three groups, viz., Ciedit. Stores and Supply, 
and Miscellaneous societies. 

(*) Credit Societies. — Their number rose during the year from 186 
to 223, mombership from 62,070 to 72,553, share capital from 
22 J lauhs to 26$ lakhs, and working capital from 83 lakhs to 
97 lakhs. The Registrar reports that the novel method of working 
adopted by the Tippera district civil court employees’ co-operative relief 
Society has attracted notice fiom other parts of India This society, with 
the object of promoting thufl among its members, enforces a compulsoiy 
deposit of tie 1 a month from every member and invests the proceeds 
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in the longest term deposit m the ComtlJa Central Bank. It is interesting 
to find that some of the Mehtars’ societies, while fulfilling the primary 
object of ameliorating the economic condition of their members, have been 
successful in combating drunkenness. 

(it ) Stores Md Supply Societies. — The co-operative stores movement 
has made no progiess. Their number during the year fell from 76 to 69 and 
membership from 12,997 to 12,416, while the sales were reduced from 7*90 
lakhs to 6 69 lakhs The loss incurred during the year amounted to 
Its 32,435 The mam cause of this failure seems to be inefficient manage- 
ment which, not unnatuially, leads to distrust and lack of co-operation 
among the members The Registrar has recently published a Stores Manual, 
which should be useful to societies of this class A few of them are already 
doing useful work. The management of small stoies dealing with the 
ordinal y necessaries of life should not present any insuperable difficulties 
and, if properly run, they should be of considerable benefit to their membeis 

. (tit) Miscellaneous Societies. — The Dacca conch-shell workers’ society, 
which was doing good work in resuscitating the old and tenowned conch- 
shell industry of Dacca, had to be liquidated owing to the capitalistic spirit in 
which the society was being mn. The Dacca industrial union has, howevei, 
succeeded in organising eight new societies among the Dacca conch-shell 
woikers, and it is hoped that these societies will profit by the lessons of the 
liquidated society and manage then affairs m a tiuly co-operative spirit 
Among othei societies of this class may be mentioned the Madhaymagram 
Chican society, some of the products of which were taken to the British 
Empire Exhibition and lound a ready sale there. Good work has been done 
by fishormen’s and weavers' societies, and the latter have received a 
considerable impetus thiougL the formation of industrial unions 

II.— CENTRAL CO-OPERATIVE ORGANISATIONS. 

(t) The Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank, Limited.— Satisfactoiy pro- 
gress was made by this apex bank during the year. Its mom Unship 
increased from 89 to 109, working capital from 34 73 lakhs to 36‘77 lakhs, reset ve 
and othei funds fiom Rs. 66,238 to. over one lakh, and its share capital fiom 
3 59 lakhs to 4*57 lakhs The amount of public confidence that the bank has 
now seem ed is shown by the fact that m spite of lowet rates of interest, 
public deposits still continue to flow into an even larger extent than befotv 
Satisfactory relations continue to subsist between th,e Provincial Bank and 
its constituent members, and the link between the .financing of agricul- 
ture and that of tiade and commerce has at last been foiged by placing 
in the joint stock banks the surplus of co-operative- money accumula- 
ted in the Provincial Bank during the slack season Government are much 
indebted to Mr. S. R Das, Advocate-General, who at considerable sftcufice of 
his time has held the post of Chairman of the Provincial Bank during the 
last two years. 

(it) The Central Banks.— Excluding the industrial unions the number 
of Central Banks increased by ^evcn during the year. The total number of 
societies affiliated to these banks lose from 7,082 to 8,289, their working 
capital from Rs 1,51,25,775 to Rs. 1,75,06,244, deposits from non-members 
being Rs 1,10,21,456 against 97*78 lakhs in the previous year. The 
total collections from societies weie 53*31 lakhs against 48*68 lakhs. 
The iclations of the Central Banks with the village societies were generally 
satisiactoiy, but the Registrar’s remarks as to the necessity of maintaining 
an efficient managing staff deserve attention. . 

(*«) The Calcutta Central Co-operative Anti-malarial Society, Limited. 

—This Central Society has now 204 societies affiliated to it as against 116 
in the preceding year, but only 33 of tjiese affiliated societies are registered 
undei the Act It is reported that one of the main reasons why most of 
these societies do not apply for registration is the liability of registered 
societies to pay audit fees. In recognition of the beneficent activities of 
those societies which, unlike other co-operative oVganisations, aim at. benefit- 
ing not only then members but also the general public m their tespective 
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localities, the Registrar exempted fheso societies from piyment of audit fees 
for last year. His Excellency takes tins opportunity of placing on record 
his high appieciation of the spirit which has prompted. Rai Bahadur Di. (i. C. 
Ohatterji to undertake the work of guidiug this movement at considerable 
peisonal sacrifice. 

4. Miscellaneous.— The Bengal Co-operative Organisation Society.— 

This organisation continues to do useful work, but its activities are restricted 
to piopaganda and publicity an 1 it does not undertake actual organisation or 
the supervision aud control of pumary societies These functions are now 
vested in the Central Banks which have geneially discharged them satis- 
lact only so far, but the combination of aH these functions in a financing 
body is obviously not an ideal airangoment, and the feasibility of those 
duties being ultimately taken over by a body other than and independent of 
the financing authority will be examined in commotion with the proposal 
for tho reorganisation of the Bengal Co-operative Organisation Society 
which has been engaging the Registrar’s attention 

5. Attitude of the public • — His Excellency the Governoi notices with 
pleasuie that the sympathy of the public with the co-oporativo movement 
shows no sign of abatement It is, however, reported .that the geneial public 
aie still inclined to regard tho extension of co-opeiative institutions as 
largely a raattei for departmental effort. It should be realised that unless 
voluntaiy otganisations take the initiative in the field of co-operaiivo 
oigamsation, tho far-reachidg possibilities of the movement foi tho moral and 
economie uplift of tho population of the Piesideney cannot be brought within 
tho splieto ci accomplishment. 

6. The thanks of Government are due to Rai J M Mitra Bahadur and 
Mr Thorp foi .then efficient administration of tho department duiingthe 
yoai. His Excellency lias noticed with pleasure the good woik done by the 
Assistant Registiais and particularly by Babu Susil Kumar Ganguli whoso 
sm vices have been specially commended by the Registrar. His Excellency 
also takes this oppoitunity of acknowledging the assistance received by the 
officers of tho department from many non-official gentlemen who have froely 
given of then tune and energy m furthering the progiess of tho movement, 
and also fioin those Dish ict and Snbdivisional Officer* who aie repoitod to 
have given active help to the movement within their respective jurisdictions.

RESOLUTION— No. 1225 Mia. 

While the remission of the provincial contribution to the Central Go\ernment for a 
further period of three years will leave only a small surplus, it is most desirable to under- 
take without further delay new recurring expenditure in the Transferred Departments 
In this connection the Government of Bengal have for some time had under consideration 
the enhancement of registration fees-~a course which was recommended by the Bengal 
Retienchment Committee, who were of opinion that an immediate doubling of such fees 
would be fully justified In all provinces registration fees are regarded as a legitimate 
sourc ' of revenue, and the Governments of Madras and Bihar and Orissa have recently 
raised the foes within their provinces The Government of Bengal have, therefore, decided 
to raise the fees with effect from the 1st June 1925 As it is not proposed to change the 
ad valorem fee under Article A of the Table of Fees under the Indian Registration Act, 
1908 (XVI of 1908), m cases where the value of property does not exceed Us 2^0, the 
increase m the fee rates will not be felt by the poorer classes 

2 The whole of the additional income thus realised, which is expected to amount to 
10 lakhs during the current year and to 12 lakhs in subsequent years, will be made 
available for expenditure on new recurring schemes in the Transferred Departments and 
the Bengal Legislative Council will be asked to vote supplementary grants on Jhis account 
at the next session

An older inmate of bad 
character must nevor b« alone in the company of younger children. 

(2) The inmates shall have? separate beds, with a sufficiency of cubic space They 
shall wear their own clothing, unless on sanitary grounds this is undesirable. If 
necessary, they shall be supplied with plain useful clothing. 

(3) The inmates shall be suppliod with plain wholesome food. 

(4) Provision shall bo made for the suitable instruction of inmates. 

(5) Suitable occupation shall be found for inmates The employment shall include 
work of an industrial nature Suitable books shall be provided. 

(6) Moral training shall be given. 

(7) An inmate who is unruly may be detained in segregation in a light room or 
light cell. 

(8) The inmates, unless segregated for unruly behaviour under sub-rule (7) f shall be 
allowed not less than two hours daily for recreation and exorcise 

(9) Each inmate shall, on or shortly after admission, receive a bath and shall be 
thoroughly cleansed. The inmates’ clothing, where necessary, shall be cleansed. A girl’s 
hair may not be cut short, except on sanitary grounds, on the special instructions ot the 
Medical Officer 

(10) In the case of an inmate under remand or waiting trial, a parent, relatne, oi 
friend of the inmate or a qualified legal practitioner (who should only see the inmate m 
the presence of the parent, relative, or friend who engages him) shall be allowed to visit 
the inmate once or oftener, if necessary, for the proper submission of the case to the 
Court 

(1L) The Superintendent shall bo furnished by tho Magistrate of Howrah with the 
name of a doctor who Can be summoned when necessary The doctor shall also make 
periodical visits * 

(12) In the case of the serious illness of any inmate notice shall be sent to the parents 
or near relatives and special visits allowed Notice shall bo sent to the parents or near 
relatives of the removal of any inmate from a place of detention. 

(13) In tho case of the death of any inmate, the circumstances of the caw shall bo 
reported to the Magistrate of Howrah, as the case may be, and the parents or near 
lelativea shall be informed 

(14) The Superintendent shall keep accounts, in such form as the Local Government 
may direct, of the expenditure incurred for the maintenance of the inmates and shall 
send the same regularly to the Magistrate of Howrah 

(15) The Superintendent shall keep a journal of admissions and discharges, and of 
every event ot importance connected with the detention. The journal shall be open to 
the visitors when called for.

The Government o£ India have read with interest tho second Annual Report of the 
Indian Central Cotton Committee tor the year ending the 31st of August 1924. The 
feature of the year is the progress which has been made in carrying out the Committee’s 
lesearch programme In the Presidencies of Bombay and Madras, in the Central 
Provinces and in the United Provinces, the Committee has, by its grants, enabled valuablo 
les *arch work, aimed at combating diseases and pests of cotton and at improving its 
staple to be undertaken. The scheme foi an Institute of Plant Industry at Indore, which 
the Committee has financed in co-operation with the Central India States, was sanctioned 
by tho Government of India during the year, and a much needed Central Institute for cotton 
research has thus been provided. Technological research on cotton is being carried on 
under the Committee’?* own control, and the Technological Research Institute at Bombay 
commenced work during the year nndei report The Spuming Laboratory was completed 
towards the close of the \eai, and was Lonually opened on the 3rd of December 1924 by 
His Excellency the Viceroy, who also hud the foundation stone of the permanent Research 
Laboratory, Under the Committee’s scheme foi reseaich studentships, nine graduates of 
Indian Universities have been appointed to studentships and are working under 
experienced investigators in various part^ ot India The object of these studentships is to 
build up in India a corps of qualified reseaj oh workers conveisant with the technique of 
scientific investigation as applied to cotton pioblems and expenenoed in the methods of 
experimental ruseai cli r l ho Colton r l lanspoit Act, 1923, has been put into force m the 
Bombay Presidency so far as the puncipal long staple cotton areas are concerned, and the 
evidence so far received goes to show that as a lesult of the first ytur s working of t}ic 
Act, the cottons ol these areas have greatly nnpioved m quality, and have commanded 
enhanced prices to the substantial benefit ot tlm glower Lhe Committee can thjis look 
back with satisfaction*upon the progress made during the year and can face the future 
confident that a sure foundation has been laid lor much usoful work The Government 
of India once more desire to acknowledge the valuable services reudered by the President, 
Vice-President and members of the Committee and tho work of the Secretary, Mr. B. C 
Butt.

No 40‘8. (8). — In exercmo ot the powois conferred by sub-section (1) of section 191 
of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 192.1 (XXI of 1923), and in supersession of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Depai tment of Comineroe, No 40-S., 
dated the 26llh January 1924, the Governor Geneial in Council is pleased to make the 
following rules regarding the carnage of petroleum in native passenger ships, the same 
having been previously published aB required by biib-section (4) of the said section 
namely : — 

1 No petroleum which is dangerous within the meaning of the Indian Petroleum 
Act, 1899 (VIII of 1899), shall be shipped on board any native passenger ship proceeding 
or departing from British India, and no other petroleum shall be carried on board such 
a ship exc&pt under the following special conditions, namely — 

A.— Where petroleum is carried as fuel in bulk for use of the ship— 

It shall have a flash point of not less than 150° Fahrenheit by Abel’s close test 
and shall be carried in cellular double bottoms under engine and boiler 
compartments, or under ordinary holds, or in peak tankB, deep tanks or 
bunkers of approved construction . 

Provided that the oil fuel storage tanks and installations in connection therewith 
' fully comply with the conditions described in the Instructions to Surveyois 
contained in the Board of Tiade Circular No. 1647 (Oil Fuel Installation 
in Passenger Steamships), dated January 1924. 

With each supply of oil taken on board a written guarantee mnst be supplied by 
the vendor, and signed by a responsible official m his employ, of the 
actual dose test flash point, the type of instrument by which the test was 
made being in every case specified. These particulars shall be entered in 
the engine room log. 

B.— Where petroleum is carried at cargo— 

(t) The master, owner or agent shall give notice to the Chief Customs Officer, 
or such Other offlcor as the Chief Customs Officer may nominate m this 
behalf, before permitting any petroleum to be shipped. 

(h) Each consignment of petroleum shall be covered by a declaration made and 
signed by the shipper in Form A (hereto annexed), if the petroleum has 
been imported into British India, and otherwise in Form B. 
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(in) The petroleum shall bo shipped either in tins enclosed in outer wooden cases 
or in hermetically sealed iron or steel drums : provided that petroleum 
which has a flash point not below ?00 o Fahrenheit may also be shipped in 
sound well coopered wooden casks of not more than 50 gallons capacity 
(tv) The nature of ev e* y cottfligmn eiit o£ such petroleum Shall be marked on the 
outside of the package containing it, 

(v) Tho petroleum shall be stored separate from all other cargo and as far as 
possible away from lights or fires, and none shall be stored in any hold 
adjoining an engine room or boiler, or in any compartment situated above 
the passenger spaces. , 

(vi) There shall be a water-tight bulkhead between the engine room and any 
hold in which petroleum is stored, and the sluicevalves of such bulkhead 
shall be shut down and padlocked 

(vn) Save where electric light is used, no petroleum shall b£ Bhippod or discharg- 
ed except between sunrise and sunset , no lights other than electric lights 
shall be lit m a hold m which petiolemn is stored ; and no smoking shall 
be permitted in or near any such hold 

(vm) No poison shall otherwise than along with, or with the authority of an ofiicer 
of the ship, be permitted to visit a hold in which petroleum isstoied 
‘ (i.i) No more passengers shall bo caincd than can with safety be accommodated 

in the ship’s boats in case of accident, unless tht vessel is a coasting one 
proceeding on a short voyage and there are provided life-belts suiheient 
for such passengers as cannot be accommodated in the boats. 

(x) At any port in which a ship carrying such petroleum is tor the time being, 
the Chief Custom Othcer or such other othcer as the Chief Customs Ofiicer 
may nominate m this behalt, may take and test any consignment ot »uch 
petroleum or any single case or drum thereof t 

(vi) If any petroleum tested under clause (r) is found to be dangerous petioleum 
defined as aforesaid, the whole consignment of which the petroleum 
tested formed a part shall be liable to confiscation 
(xn) The officer authorised to grant a certificate m lCBpect of a native passenger 
ship under section 157 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1 ‘.>23 
(XXI of 1 92 d), shall not grant the same unless the master or ownei of 
such ship produces either a certificate declanng that no petroleum is to be 
carried, or if petroleum is to be carried a certificate containing the con- 
sent of tho Chief Customs Officer or such other officer as the Chief

the reactions in this country of the French Resolution. From 1750 onwards the out- 
standing incidents and movements in the history of British possessions will assume more 
importance. • 

25. Economics — General Economics, including industrial history with special 
reference to India The subject will be treated as a whole and candidates should be 
prepared to illustrate the theory by the facts and to analyse the facts by the help of the 
theory. The history of oconomic thought will be included* 

26. Politics . — This subject will include political theory and politic! 1 organisation. 

Candidates will be expected to show u knowledge of political theory and its history, 

political theory being understood to me*n not only the theory of legislation, but also the 
general history of the State in connection with kindred studies such as Jurisprudence, 
Public International Law and Economics Questions involving illustrations from Indian 
history may be set. 

Political organisation will include Constitutional Forms (Representative Government, 
Federalism, etc ) and Public Administration, central and local The history of institutions 
is not included, but candidates will be expected to know the earlier stages from which 
existing institutions have directly de\ eloped, and in this section also illustration from 
Indian history may be expected 

27 Law — Constitutional law, jurisprudence, contracts, torts, Indian Evidence Act, 
Indian Penal Code 

30 Logic . — The subject will be interpreted in a wide sense. Epistemology in its 
bearing on logical problems will be included, together with formal logic and scientific 
method Questions may be set on mathematical logic, ic , on the logic of* mathematics, 
symbolic logic, and the logic of probability , and also on the history of logic.

(1) Alter rule 45 the following rule shall be inserted — * 

44 45A No assignment of a mining lease or transfer of any right or interest 
thereunder shall be sanctioned by the Local Government except to a person 
holding a valid certificate of approval and subject to the condition that 
the total area (including the area to be assigned or transferred) held under 
mining leases by the assignee or transferee or those joint in interest with 
the assignee or transteiee within the territories administered by the Local 
Government shall not exceed 150 square miles in the case of natural 
peti oleum or 10 square miles m the case of minerals other tha*n natural 
petroleum.” 

(2) In rule 50 (vn) the words 14 to a person holding a valid certificate of approval ”

CHAPTER 1.- General Rules. 

i Certificates of Competency granted' to persons who pass requisite 
Examinations. — Certificates ol Competency will be granted to those persons who pass the 
ivijuisito examinations and otherwise comply with the requisite conditions. For this 
purpose Exanmicis have Ijoon appointed and arrangements have been made for holding 
the examinations whene\er necessary at the port of Calcutta. 

2. The term “ certificate ” in these rules means any certificate referred to in section 
12 of t lie Imlian Merchant Shi pping Act, 1923 A list of the British Possessions issuing 
certificates (see section 12 (6) ot the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923) is given m 
Append iv ii • Certificates are designated 41 ordinary ” or “ motor M according to whether 
they relate to service in steamships or 44 motor ships 

3. Value of Certificates. — Until tho 1st July 1923, Ordinary Certificates will 
entitle the holders to go to sea, in the grades certified, as Engineers of any vessels m the 
Butish Mercftntilo Marine. After that date they will not be available for service in ships 
propelled by internal combustion engines unless endorsed for the purpose, as provided 
Cor in rule 37

• Motor Cm tificates will entitle tho holders to go to sea, m the grades certified, as 

• Engineers of any vessels m the British Mercantile Marine propelled by internal combus- 
tion engines using oil, spirit, gas or other similar motive agent , but they are not

4. Colonial Local Certificates. — The holder of a Colonial Certificate of Competency 
not granted under 4he # Merehant Shipping Act, or of a Certificate granted after examination 
oh board onejut His Majesty’s Ships, who wishes to be examined for a Government of 
Bengal Certificate of the same grade, must prove that he has performed the amount of 
service required by those regulations for that grade, and complied with tho conditions laid 
down as to testimonials 

Alf Colonial Certificates of Competency, whether local or issued under Order in 
Council, must be 4 pveu up before a further Certificate is issued by the Government of 
Bongal 


5 Certificates of Service. — An officer who has attained the tank of Engineer 
Lieutenant or Engineer Hub-Lieutenant in Hib Majesty's Navj, or in the Royal Indian 
Marine, is entitled without examination, if an Engineer Lieuteuant, to a Certificate ot 
Service as i1rBt Class Engineer, and, if an Engineer Sub-Lieutenant, to a Certificate of 
Service at Second Class Engineer. These officers may be examined for Certificates of 
Competency on the same conditions as Engineers in the Mercantile Marine. 

An officer who has attained tfie rank of Chief Artificer Engineer m His Majesty’s 
Navy is also ‘entitled without examination to a Certificate of Service as Second ClasB 
Engineer. 

. 6. Examination of Engine Room Artificers. — Artificer Enginoors, Chief Engine 

Room Artificers, .Engine Room Artificers, and Mechanicians m the Royal Navy may be 
examined for Certificates of Competency on the same conditions as Engineers m the 
Mercantile Marino 

7 Application by Naval Offlcera.— ' The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have 
directed that applications, from officers of the Navy for Certificates of Service, or for per- 
mission to be examined for Certificates of Competency, must, in the ca«e of officers on the 
active list, be made.through the Commanding Officer to the Secretary to the Admira^ty^ * 
and, in the case of offioers who are on halt-pay or who have retired, direct to the Secretary 
to tho Admiralty, who in either case will forward the applications to the Board of Trade. 
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It iu not necessary for applications of Chief or other Engine Room Artificers and 
Mechanicians, who have left the llojal Navy and who desire to be examined for Certifi- 
cates of Competency as Engineers in the Mercantile Marine, to be forwarded either 
through their Commanding Officers or through the Admiralty. Men who are still serving 
in these ratings m the Royal Navy should make their applications through their Com- 
manding Officers 

Artificer Engineers, however, being Warrant Officers, should make their applications 
in the same manner as that laid down for other officers of the Royal Navy. 

8. Time and Mane Of Examination.— The times and plaoes at which examinations 
are held are those as from time to time notified in the Calcutta Gazette. 

N.B — The examination days are liable to occasional alteration. 

9 Application for Examination.— Every applicant for examination must fill up a 
form of application (Exn. 3), and pay the appropriate fee, at Port Office, signing the 
declaration on the form of application in the presence of the Chief Examiner. This must 
be done at least sufficiently early to ensure the form, properly filled in, togothcr willi the 
applicant's certificate of apprenticeship, testimonials, discharges, etc, being lodged with 
the Examiner of Engineers not later than the day before the day of examination At 
least a week's notice should be giv^n by applicants for Motor Certificates, and these 
notices must be immediately reported by the Examiners to the Chief Examiner. 

The Examiner is, as a rule, responsible for seeing that the applications are in order 
and that the applicants* qualifications are sufficient, but m special cases, if necessary, 
before allowing an applicant to sit, he will, after seeing thi^t all the required information 
is clearly stated m the papers, forward them with his observations to the Shipping Master 
for the verification of services, or to the Chief Examiner of Engineers for instructions, as 
the case may require, who will either deal with the ewe or transmit it to the Government 
of Bengal for decision. 

10. Inquiries. — Persons wishing to inquire as to their eligibility ft r examination 
must fill up an application form, submit their papers, and pay the appropriate fee in the 
same way as applicants for examination. 

11. Proof of Nationality. — Every applicant for a Certificate of Competency of any 

grade will be leqmred to produce proof of nationality g r 

Proof of British nationality will, in ordinary circumstances, involve the production 
of a birth certificate or of a certificate of naturalisation. If an applicant for examination 
cannot produce such a certificate he should be asked to furnish such docuirymtaiy evi- 
dence ot nationality, or of birth and nationality of parents, as he may be able to .obtain, 
and, it necessary, the case should be referred to the Chief Examiner foi consideration . 

If the applicant is not a British subject he will, as a rule, livable to produce some 
official document testifying to his nationality. If there is any doubt as to the authenti- 
city of such document, the Examiner should consult the nearest Gonsului Ofhcei of the 
nation to which the applicant belongs. If necessary, the case should bo remitted to the 
Chief Examiner for consideration 

12. Age. — Should any doubt exist as to the age of an applicant, he will be lequirod 

to produce a certificate of birth • 

13 Fee must be paid. — Applicants for examination, and persons inquiring as to 
their eligibility for examination, will be required to pay the examination lee before* any 
step is taken towards inquiring into their services or testing their qualification, etc If 
any applicant is found not to be qualified, the fee will either be reamed to him or p'aced 
to his credit until he is qualified. 

14 Payment of Fees, and Penalty for Offering Gratuity.— The fee for examination 
must be paid to ttye Port Officer. If an applicant oilers a gratuity to any servant of the 
Department, he will be regarded as having committed an act of miBconduct, and will not 
be allowed to be examined for twelve months, either at the port where ^he offence was 
committed or at any other port.

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16. FMt not returned on Failure. — If a candidate fails in his examination no 
part of the fee he has paid will be returned to him. 

17. Sea Service must be Verified. — Service* which cannot be verified by proper 
entries in the articles of agreement of the ships in which the applicants have served can- 
not ne counted. In all cases the applicants’ names must have been duly entered on 
the ship’s Articles as Engineers in tbeir proper ranks. 

As discharges and testimonials may have to be forwarded to the Shipping Master for 
verification, it is desirable that they should be, banded in, together with the form ot 
application, as many days as possible before the date of the examination ut which the 
applicant desires to attend. In the absence of the necessary verification the applicant can- 
not be examined. 

In all cases in which certificates of discharge in the homo or other trade which have 
not been officially issued at a Mercantile Marine Office are produced as evidence of any 
part of an applicant’s qualifying service, they should be submitted to the Shipping Master 
ter verification. 

18. Service in Foreign Vessels. — The testimonials of service of foreign or Hntish 
Engineers serving in foreign vessels, which cannot be verified by the Shipping Master, 
must be confirmed oither by the Consul of the country to which the ship in which tho 
applicant Served belonged, or by some other recognised official authority of that 
ebuntry , or by the testimony of some credible person on the spot, having personal 
knowledge of the facts required to be established. The production, however, of such 
proofs will not of necessity be deemed sufficient. Each case must be decided on its merits ; 
and if the snfiiciSncy of the proofs given appears to be at all doubtful, tbe point must be 

•referred to the Chief Examiner. 

19 Calculation 0/ Service. — The applicant’s service as shown on his discharges 
should be reckoned by th<r calendar month, t.e ., the time included between any given 
day in .my month and the preceding day of the following month, both inclusive. The 
niftntier of complete months from the commencement of the period, ascertained in this 
way, should be computed, after which the number of odd days should be counted. 
The day on which the agreement commences as well as that on which it terminates 
should both be included and all odd days shonid be added together and reckoned at 30 to 
the month. 

'20. Saps In Sarvica. — The Examiner should be particularly careful to ascertain that 
there aro no gaps in the applicant’s service during which his conduct is not properly 
* accounted for, before he is allowed np for examination. 

21. Testimonials; Workshop Sorvloo.— All applicants will be required to produce, in 
addition to the official discharge certificates, testimonials at to their workshop service and 
as to their service at sea. The testimonials as to workshop service must be signed by the 
employer, and must testify to the applicant’s conduct and ability, and state what kind of 
witrk he was engaged on (e.g. t fitting, erecting, turning, machine work, etc.) and lor how 
* long. ( See rule 38 ) 

22 Testimonials ; Man Service. — It IB desirable that the whole of the applicant’s sea 
service Should be covered by testimonials certifying to his sobriety, experience, ability, 
iini'general good condnot, bat the usual testimonials will be reqmred for at 1* set the last 
1H months at sea preceding the date of the application to be examined They must be 
signed by the Master and Chief Engineer, or in the case of testimonials to Chief Engineers 
t by the Superintendent Engineer, and must clearly state whethei tbe applicant wa»s on 
regular watch, and m regular charge of a watoh on the mam engines or boilers , also, if 
not engaged on both engines and boilers, the length of time he served on each separately. 
It is desirable that testimonials shonid be endorsed by the Superintendent Engineer 

In cases where a testimonial from the Chief Engineer or from the Master is for any 
sufficient reason not obtainable, one from the Superintendent Engineer or from the 
Managing Owner, or Secretary, or Chairman of a large company may be substituted , but, 
in pvery such instance, the testimonial must declare that the facts stated are m accordance 
with the reports made by tbe Chief Engineer, or the Master, us tip* case may be, or else 
that they are within the writer's personal knowledge. 

If, tn any case, testimonials appear to have been withheld for improper or inadequate 
reasons, full particulars should be reported by the Examiner to the Chief Examiner 

23. Phyafoal Oafaota, — When an applicant is obsen ed to be hard of hearing, or is 
labouring under any other obvious physical defoct, the signatories of his testimonials are 
reqmred to mention that defect specifically, and to state whether it in any way interfer- 
ed with the efficiency of the applicant as an engineer on watch When these modified 
testimonials are Bach as completely to satiety the Examiner that the defect is not suoh as 
to interfere with the efficient discharge of the applicant’s duties as engineer, the examina- 
tion is proceeded with , otherwise the oase is referral to the Chief Examiner. 

24. Penalty fop Misconduct — Applicants who have neglected to join their vessels 
after ha\ing sigped Articles, or who have deserted their vessels after having joined, 
or who have been found guilty of gross misconduct, will be required to produce satis- 
factory proofs of two years’ subsequent service and good conduct at sea, unless the 
Government, after having investigated the matter, should see fit to reduoe the tun A Parti- 
culars of all such cases shonid be referred to the Chief Examiner.

CHAPTER II — Qualifications required Jor the ianoue grades,*

.t() Second Class Engineer. — A candidate for a Second Class Engineer’s Certificate, 
whether Ordinary or Motor, muBt be not less than 21 years of age. 

(a) Workshop Servioe.— A candidate must have served as apprentice Engindhr 
for four years at least in the United Kingdom or five y^ars in India 
and prove that during this period he has been employed in the manner 
set forth in rule 38. 

Service as journeyman is accepted in lieu of apprenticeship. 

If the character of the workshop service performed is not of the standard 
prescribed, additional service will be required as explained in rule 39. 

If the total period of the oandidate’B workshop service, as calculated m 
accordance with these Regulations, is less than four or five years as 
the case may be, the candidate may make up the deficiency by 'service 
at sea, either (1) on day work on board foreign-going steamships of not 
less than 66 nominal horse-power, and/or motor ships of not less than 
373 brake horse-power, or on regular watch on the main propelling machi- 
nery of such ships, or (2) on regular watch on the main propelling 
/ machinery of home trade steamships of not less than 66 nominal horse- 

power, and/or motor ships of not less than 373 brake horse-power , such 
service to be counted as equivalent in the case of (1) to two-thirds, and 
m the case of (2) to fonr-ninths of service as apprentice Engineer or 
lourneyman No day work at sea performed before the age of 21 years 
will he accepted. ’

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(5) Sea S er v ice. — In addition to the above workshop service or the alternative sea 
service, a candidate must have served at sea for a period equivalent to 
18 months in foreign trade, as engineer od regular watch on the main 
propelling maohinery of steamships ot not less than 66 nominal horse- 
power, and/or motor ships of not Iqss than 378 brake horse-power. Time 
served in the home trade is reckoned at two-thirds of the time similarly 
served m foreign trade. For an Ordinary Certificate, at least two-thirds of 
the required period of service must have been performed in steamships, and 
for a Motor Certificate at least two-ffihirds must have been performed m 
motor ships. The remainder of' the service, in eaoh case, may be performed 
m either steam or motor ships.

(e) to understand the usa, construction, and principles involved on tho action of the 
pressure gauge, ther&ometer, barometer, Balinometer, and other meters

(/) to be able to state the causes, effects, and usual remodies for incrustation and 
corrosion : 

(#/) to know how to make good the results to the machinery of ordinary wear 
and tear , how to test the fairness of shafting , how to correct defects due to 
’ corrosion, flaws or accident , and how, a temporary or permanent repair 
could be effected in the event of derangement or total breakdown 

(h) to understand the construction of centrifugal, bucket, and force pumps, the

34 First Class Engineer. — A candidate for a Fust Class Enguiqpr’s Certificate, 

whether Ordinary or Motor, must not be less than 22} years of age. t 

Sea Service. — The candidate must — 

(a) have served at sea in foreign trade for eighteen months, on regular watch on 
the main propelling machinery, as Sonioi Engineei in charge of the whole 
watch ( see rule 42) , or * 

( A ) have served at sea in the home trado for 2 years apd 3 tnonths uh First 
Engineer ; or 3 years as Second Engineer , or 3 years and 9 months as 
Third or Fourth Engineer, being Senior Engineer m charge of the whole 
watch on the main propelling machinery ; or 

(< ) possess, or be entitled to, a First Class Certificate of Sorvioe. > 

Subject to.the provisions of rules 36 and 37, the whole of the leqmred "period of

d(i. First Class Gertifioatflt Without Second. — The Government of Bengal may 
see fit to # allow an applicant who, in consequence of service abroad, hus had no 
npportuifity to obtain a Second Class Certificate, either Imperial or Colonial, to he 
examined tor a First ClasB Ordinary, or Motor, Certificate, although he does not possess 
a Certificite of the lower grade, provided he is able to satisfy them as to the satisfactory 
o ha rue ter of his services , but these must be ample both as regards length and experience 
As a rulo.'Ut 10 , 1 st 4 years' sea service, a fair proportion of which must have been in a 
responsible capacity, and qualifying for a First ClasB Certificate, will be required ; but all 
applications under this rule should be submitted by the Examiner to the Chief Examiner 
for consideration. 

» If any such candidate fails to pass the examination for the First Class Certificate, 
but passes that for the lower grade, he may be given a Second Class Certificate ot 
Competency, lyit no part of the fee will be returned.

Sea service performed in charge of a watoli in vessels of the required horso-power 
whilst holding a Second Class Certificate, either Ordinary or Motor, will he accepted hh 
qualifying for first Class Endorsement of either denomination, provided that 111 the case 
ot an Ordinary endorsement the necessary experience has been gained on both main 
engines and boilers of a steamship.

No time served liofoie * 
the age of 15 will be acoepted. 

Not less than two years in the United Kingdom or three years in India of this period 
should have boon devoted to fitting, erecting or repairing enginos of suitable size, either 
in the works or outside, ‘and the remaining two years may have been spent (1) on work of 
this nature , (2) un work In other branches of the trade, subject to the tune allowances

longer additional period may be required if the deficient character of the servioe warrants .

40 . Service in <Cotoniat and Foreign Workshops.— Rules 38 and* 39 apply to 
service in the United Kingdom and/or India only. 8ervice in a Colonial or foreigp work- 
shop will not be accepted unless the Examiner is satisfied in each case that its valqe is 
substantially equivalent to that of servioe performed in the United Kingdom and/or India. 

In cases where the Examiner is not satisfied that the value is equivalent^ he should refer 
the matter to the Chief Examiner. * 

Workshop service in India is in no case to be taken as equivalent to more than four- 
fifths of the same period of servioe in the United Kingdom. 

, 41 Technical Sohaoia. — Time spent at an approved day Technical 8ohool, where 

there is an engineering laboratory, is, subject to the conditions mentioned in Append!* H, 
accepted as equivalent to workshop servioe, usually in the ratio of tlyee years i.n the 
Technical School to two years* workshop service, provided also that the applicant has 
taken the full engineering oourse, and can produce the Principal’s certificate for regular 
attendance at all the approved classes, and for satisfactory .progress. 

Time spent in attending evening classes m Engineering at approved Technical Schools 
will similarly be allowed to count under the following conditions:-— 

* 

(1) each applicant claiming an allowance for time spent in attending evening 

classes at a Technical School must produce a certificate ‘ signed by the 
Principal of the School to tbe effect that fee has attended Vegnlarly af a 
definite class or classes, which should be specified, and has made satisfactory 
progress. This certificate most also state the total number of hours spent by 
the applicant in attending each class ; 

(2) time spont by the applicant in attending such classes as 'have a direct bearing 

on the training of a Marine Engineer will be reckoned at the rate of five 
hours to one day. The total number of days SO obtained* will then be 
accepted m lien of a certain fraction of the same period of workshop servioe. 
This fraction will be fixed for eaoh school at the time of approval, and will 
generally be two-thirds ; 

(3) an applicant who has attended a Technical Sohoei-ln the evening, while being 

employ ed as an apprentice Engineer or journeyman during the day, must, in 
, order that the school time may be accepted, produce satisfactory proof that 

he has spent the full working day in the works at which he is employed 
before attending the school. Such proof will usually take the form of a 
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Time spent in foreign technical schools can in no circumstances be recognised. 

For list of approved technical schools and time allowed for attendance at each see 
Appendix G. 

42. SM-Mrvioe. — The sea-service required by these Regulations is, unless otheiwise 
stated, serviqe performed in foreign-going ships propelled by engines of at least the horse- 
power specified for the respective grades of certificate. The nominal horse-pow er of a 
steamship, as given on the Certificate of Registry, may in all cases be accepted by the 
Examiners ; or it may be determined by the following formula : —

Service in the homo or coasting trade is regarded as being equivalent to two-thirds 
of the same period of time served in the foreign trade except where other allowances are 
specified (See rules JO, 35, 38, 44, 45, 46 and 47.) 

In the, case of Indian coasting voyages extending beyond a distanoe of 500 miles from 
the port of departure in steamships commanded by Masters holding foreign-going 
certificates, such service will count as foreign voyages, and will be reckoned as full 
time , but the time spent yi the port of departure or Home port will not be allowed to 
count. In all cases the length of service is deemed to commence on the date of sailing 
from the ’port of departure or Home port and to end on the date of arrival at the Home 
port. t 

“ Service on regular watch ” means officer’s watch-keeping service on mam propel- 
ling machinery for at least eight hours each duy. In no case may time spent on clerical 
work or onffitling or overhauling machinery, eithei on regular watch or on day work, be 
regarded as qualifying watch-keeping service 

In the case of applicants for Second Class Ordinary Certificates, service to qualify 
must be on main engines and boilers, not less than six months being spent on each of 
these two sections, if the service is not performed simultaneously on both. 

In the ebse of applicants for First Class Certificates, qualifying service means, 
as a rule, service as Senior Engineer in charge of the eutire watch on the main propel- 
ling machinery, but service in charge of a boiler room only may be regarded as qualify- 
ing, up to a maximum of 12 months. Service as second m seniority in the engine room 
,of a vessel propelled by two or more sets of engines may also be accepted, and this with- 
out restriction , bnt service In the engine room as assistant engineer below this rank may 
only be accepted a% half the actual time valne. Service to qualify muBt have been per- 
tormed whiV> in possession of a Second ClaBS Certificate except m the oase for which pro- 
vision is made in rule 36. Candidates who qualify by service as second in seniority in’ 
the engine room or as assistant engineer below the rank will be subjected to a somewhat 
more searching examination than those who have performed the requued amount of 
service while in charge of a full watch. 

Every a^licant should produce testimonials in respect of the qualifying period of 
his service signed, in each oase, by the Chief Engineer under whom his service has been 
performed, stating his actual rank on watch, the number of eugineors simultaneously on 
watch qn the main propelling machinery, and the nature of the duties performed by him. 
It, is desirable that each testimonial be endorsed by the Master of the vessel or by the 
Superintendent Engineer, testimonials signed only by the Company’s Superintendent or 
other officials should net, as a rule, be regarded as sufficient. 

43. Marine Technical Sohoole. — An applicant for cither a Second Class or a First 
Class Ordinary or Motor Certificate who, within two jears from the date of application to 
be examined, has attended an approved course, comprising general mathematical and 
scientific instruction at a Technical School recognised by the Government aB suitable for 
the training of Marine Engineers, will be allowed to count time so spent as equivalent to 
sea service usualty in the ratio of three months at the Technical School to two months at 
sea Time so spent cannot be aocepted as equivalent to more than one-sixth of the total 
sea service required for either Certificate, but an applicant who has been allowed to 
count such time on examination fora Second Class Certificate will not be debarred from 
counting similar subsequent time on applying .for examination for a First Class 
Certificate. 

In every case in which an allowance is made for time spent at a Marine Technical 
School, the applicant will be required to produce the Principal’s Certificate for continuous 
and regular attendance at all the approved classes, and for satisfactory progress 

The applicant muBt also produce his class note books, which will be forwarded to the 
Chief Examiner, m order that he may satisfy himself that the applicant has followed the 
approved coarse of instruction, and that the remission of sea service claimed may be 
allowed accordingly. 

Applicants for examination who claim remission of sea service should, as a rule, 
make their olaim on form Exn. 3 at least a week before they desire to sit. 

\ A list of the Marine Technical Schools recognised for this purpose is given in 
Appendix G. 
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44 U hl1 OT RiVOr Service. — Service as watch-keeper ou a lake or river vessel 
of not less than the required horse-power may be accepted under the following conditions 
for either an Ordinary or a Motor Certificate : —

45 Service id Auxiliary Screw Ships.— Service as Engineer performed on board 
auxiliary screw whalers and - other vessels with auxiliary power not less than that 
lequired for a Second Class Certificate may be allowed to count as qualifying for 
examination for a Second Class Engineer’s Certificate to the extent of one-half the time 
the vessel is actually at sea If the applicant ib able to prove that the main engines were 
running for longer than this, he will be allowed to count the whole of such extended 
time. 

46 Service in Dredgers, Fishing-boats, Tug-boats, or Pilot-vessels.— Service m 
sea- going dredgers, fishing-boats, or tug-boats, and in pilot-vessels when on thejr station 
or when going to or returning from the sume, may be accepted under the following 
conditions . — Two months of such service is only equivalent to one month’s qualifying 
service in a foreign-going vessel Applicants for Second Class Certificates may perforin 
all their sea service in sea-going dredgers, fishing-boats, tug-boats, or pii,ot ( -vesseIs, but 
they must have been on regular watch on the main propelling machinery, the horse-power 
of which must not be less than that required Candidates for First Class Certificates 
must, while m possession of a Second Class Certificate, have served m vessels of at least 
tho horse-power named in rule 34, and havo been in charge of the whole of a watch on 
the mam machinery. They must also have served, in a qualifying capacity for not less 
than six months in a foreign-going ship, or nine months m a home-trade ship 

ThiB rule will not apply to service on the steam pilot vessels at the Sandheads. 
Service on the regular watch on board such vessels for the period tho vessels are ^on the 
station, or when going to or returning from the same, shall be accepted as &|uivaleu4 to 
two-thirds of the time performed m foreign-going trading vessels, as m the case of steam 
yachts. , 

Where an Engineer is employed on a fishing or other vessel, and is required to do 
stoking or other work not usually perfoimed by an Engineer m the Mercantile Marine, 
Huch service cannot be accepted as qualifying. a 

The Examiners should in all cases satisfy themselves that service on fishing boats, 
when claimed ob qualifying for a certificate as Engineer, is of a haftire similar to that 
performed by Engineers m the Mercantile Marine. * 

47. 8arvioe in Yaohts. — Service performed in yaohts, either within or beyond 
home-trade limits, may be accepted as equivalent to two-thirds of the time performed in 
foreign-going trading vessels, provided that the applicant’s name is entered on the 'Vessel's 
articles, and that he can prove, to the satisfaction of the examiner, that the time claimed 
was actually served at sea. * ’ 

Applicants for Second Class Certificates may perform all their servioe in yaohts, but 
tho applicant must have been on regular watch on the mam machinery, aud the vessel 
must be of not less than the horse-power stated m rule 30 (ft). 

Applicants for First Class Certificates must have served in vessels of the requisite 
horse-power, and must have been in regular charge of the main machinery.' They must 
also have served for at least three monthB in u qualifying capacity on board a suitable 
foreigu-going ship. This additional service will, however, not be required in the case 
of an applicant who has served for 27 months as First Engineer, or for ‘three yeaife as a 
Second Engineer, of a yaoht of the requisite power. r 

43. Servioe in coble chips. — A candidate for examination, a part of whose qualifying 
service has been performed in cable slpps, will be required to produce, in addition to the 
usual evidence, of sea service, a statement or certificate from the owners of the vessel 
Bhowmg the amount of time actually spent at sea. If the time so spent constitutes or 
exceeds two-thirds of the total time oil articles, this total time may be’accepted in full as 
qualifying service, bat in the event of the actual sea service falling below this proportion, 
the deficiency must be made up by additional service at sen before the total time on 
articles can be accepted m full as qualifying service, 

CHAPTER III .—Conduct of the Examinations. 

49 Strangers not Admitted.— No persons will be allowed in the rooms during the 
examinations, other than those whose duties require them to be present. 

No instructors will be allowed on the premises. 
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50. Commenoemeiit and Duration of Examinations.— The examinations will, as a 

rate, commenoe at 10-30 a.m., and will be continued from day to day, until all the 
candidates are examined. . 

51. Candidates to bo Punctual. — Candidates are required to appear at the examina- 
tion room punctually at the time appointed. 

52. Candidates’ Places.— Candidates should be so plaoed as to prevent one copying 
from another, and no communication whatever between the candidates should be 
allowed. 

53. Tables to bo Cleared. — Before commencing the examination, the tables and 
desks musL be cleared of all scraps of paper, or books that are not used in the examina- 
tion, and care qjioold be taken that the candidates while in the examination room do not 
have in their possession any book or paper, except as specified in rules 59 and 60. A 
sheet of blotting paper will be issued to eaoh candidate with the first examination paper, 
and it must be returned to the examiner when the last paper is completed each day. The 
examiner should be careful to see that the blotting paper has not been used by 
the candidate in solving his problems, or for conveying information to other candidates. 

54. Drawing Instruments. — Drawing boards and T squares will be provided by the 
Government, but the applicants will have to bring with them any drawing instruments 
they may require. 

55. One set of the arithmetical questions Bliould be given to the candidate for the 
morning’s work at 10-30 A.M. and one for the afternoon’s at 1-45 P.M., and collected not 
later than 1 and 4-30 p.m. 

56. Order Of Examinations. — At the examinations for First and Second Class 
Ordinary and Motor Certificates, papers on Practical Mathematics, Drawing, and 
Engineering Knowledge are given, and the candidates are finally questioned verbally on 
their Practical Knowledge. »

57. Examination Papers, whan to be opened.— Envelopes containing examination 
papers are on no account to be opened by any peroon other than the Examiner, and by 
him only at the commencement of the examination. He should see that the packet has 
not been tampered with, and he is expected to take special piecautions to preclude the 
possibility of unauthorised person havtng access to the papers All question sheets should 
be returned to the Chief Examiner at the conclusion of each dav’s work, except those 
relating to examinations for Extra First Class Certificates, which may be retained until the 
conclusion of the examination tn question 

58. * Rules to be observed during tbs Examination.— 

I, Candidates must not have with them any books, notes, memoranda or paper 
other than that supplied for use at the examination. If auy oandidate has brought any 
such notes, etc., with him he must hand them to the Examiner before beginning his work. 

II. Perfect stlenoe must be observed during the examination. 

Til. Candidates are advised to read the questions carefully, and to confine their 
attention to the problems as presented, without dealing with extraneous matter. This 
advioe is applicable to all parts of the examination, but especially to the Drawing. 

IV. The numbers of the questions to which the working has reference should be 
clearly indicated, but «the questions themselves should not* be copied. AH work should 
be done m ink, except as specified on the subject-paper for drawing. 

' V. Suitable recognition will be given for clear statements, reasoning and calculations 
in solving the problems. 
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VI. Candidates will be required to write a report, or letter, in whioh English compo- 
sition and legible handwriting will be ‘taken into account; and bad grammar, faulty 
'spelling and errors of punctuation will be discredited. 

VII. Additional sheets of paper will be provided by the Examiner, if required. 
Only one side should be used, and the candidate should sign his name, and write the port 
and date, at the foot of each sheet. These particulars should also be given on the cover 
of each answer-book and on each sheet of drawing paper used. 

VIII. Reference to the mathematical tables provided for the purpose is allowod, 
except in respect of questions which distinctly state that such reference is not permis- 
sible 

IX Candidates may, if they wish, use slide-rules for checking their calculations, but 
in each case the full working neoessary for arriving at the result must bp shown in ink, 
otherwise no significance will be attached to the answer. 

X The question papers and mathematical tables, which are the property of the 
Government, must not J>e written upon or defaced in any way. 

XI No candidate may leave his scat or the examination room without permission ; 
and it he leaves the room he will not be permitted to go on with any sheet or problem 
which he had in hand before leaving, the room. 

XII Candidates must not communicate with each other or use any unfair means. 

XIII A candidate guilty of any breach ot these rules will he subjected to all the 

penalties of failure, and may be excluded from farther examination for such pet lod as 
the Government may deoide. ' 

59 Mathematical Tables (Rule VIII)— All candidates for examination may use 
the examination room books ot mathematical tables which must always be kept under the 
cnarge of the Examiner, who will be caret ul to observe that it is not used to conceal 
memoranda prepared for these examinations No other books will be allowed unless ‘the 
question set specially states that a book may be referred to ( 

60 Leaving Examination Room (Rule Xl).— In the event of a candidate being 
permitted to leave the room, the Examiner should substitut' other questions those 
which have not been attempted. 

61. Penalty for Breach Of Rules (Rule XIII) — The circumstances attending any 
breach of the Rules or Regulations, or any disorderly or improper conduct in or about the 
examination room, should be reported immediately to the Chief Examiner, who wijl in due 
course advise the Examiner as to any penalty the Government may decide to inflict

It is considered of great importance that candidates for examination should have an 
extensive knowledge of the particulars of actual casualties which have ocohrred at s eh, 
and be able to state how these might have been prevented, and how they were remedied. 

Hhould a candidate have had no personal experience of any defects, and be unable to 
describe casualties to machinery which may have occurred an the experience of others, he 
should b« closely questioned as to his knowledge of boiler and engine construction and 
repair 


As it is possible for a candidate to obtain pass marks in Practical Mathematics, 
although apparentlj unable to calculate horse-power from indicator diagrams, strength of 
boiler seams, etc , and, further, as a drawing may be passed as such although containing 
raults of a practical description, examiners should, as far as practicable, scrutinise 
ie worked papers, and m each candidate’s verbal examination include questions on such 
practical deficiencies as may appear in his papers. • 

rhe points on which a candidate fails in verbals must be reported on Exn. 37. 

all cani.lnWt^ n ^ na ^ 0n — ^he results of examinations should be communicated to 
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65. Voluntary Rstiroment to bo dltoourniofi. —Voluntary retirement from any exa- 
mination should be discouraged. Each first and second class candidate shonld be taken 
through the whole examination, at least on first presenting himself, in order that his 
ability in all four sections of the examination may be ascertained and recorded. 

66. Falluro In Examination. — Failure in subjects ignorance of whioh might lead an 
Engineer to do something actually unsafe in the management of any part of a ship’s 
machinery (a p., questions on manipulation and reading of the water-gauge, the danger of 
fire and explosion in motor vessels, etc.), will be regarded as failure in practical 
knowledge, and any candidate so failing may not present himself for re-ex&mination 
until he can produce proofs of six months’ farther service at sea in a qualifying capacity, 
as engineer on watch on the main engines or boilers of a foreign-going ship, or its equiva- 
lent in tho home tfacle (nine months), subsequent to the date of failure. 

Should a candidate fail through ignorance of fundamental principles or on account 
of generat defectiveness throughout the examination, he should not be re-examined until 
after a lapse of six months. In Buch a case, if the candidate’s deficiencies indicate the 
necessity for further study rather than practical experience, he need not be required to 
perform additional sea service. 

In o nh nary cases of failure, the candidate may present himself for re-examination 
at any nine, but if he fails three times m any part or parts of the examination within any 
period of three months, he will not be re-examined until after a lapse of three months 
trom tint date of the last failure.

Notwithstanding that the reading of the water-gauge is made a special feature in the 
examination of Engineers, many boiler casualties result from the Engineer of the watch 
either not understanding the construction of the water-gauge fittings or not satisfying 
himself by actual trial that the cocks, pipes, etc , are clear. 

Unless a candidate under examination is able to prove that he understands how to 
verify the indications of tho water-gauge, he should not be passed in practical knowledge, 
and, as failure in practical knowledge involves the candidate going to sea for another six 
mouths boforo being eligible for re-exammation, tho Examiner should explain to such 
candidate his error, after failing him, in order to prevent farther casualties resulting from 
Ins want of knowledge on this subject. 

The sketches, Figures 1,‘2, 3, 4 and 5, Plate I, represent the uBual methods of attach- 
ing water-gauge mountings to marine boilers, the smoke-boxes being omitted, for 
cimveumiicc, from Figures 3, 4 and 5. The important features in each gauge and the 
moiiiod ventyiug its indications are dealt with Separately in the following remarks. *

When the cocks A and C are omitted, as in Figure 2, it is owing to the 
bore of the stand pipe being sufficiently large to enable it to be regarded as pail 
of the boiler Sue h pipes require, lioweyer, to be examined and cleared at inteivals by 
passing a io<l through Ihe holes provided for the purpose at P.P. and Q.Q. 

(locks at A and C are not necessary for the testing of gauges arranged as shown m 
Figures 4 and ft FAainmers ought, however, to make sure that candidates are aware of 
the impossibility of testing the reliability of the indications of water-gauges arranged as 
m Figure 3 when the cocks A and C are absent, and of the effect which the choking 
of cock A oi U or pipe H or I lias on the indications of the test cocks T.T T. attached to 
<oL\nnn Y 

Probably more than half the steamers afloat are fitted with* water-gauge * as shown 
in <igtnos A and 4, and it is therefore specially important that engineer candidates 
» lould thoroughly understand their construction, the principle on which they act, and the 
s eps wluch must bo taken to keep them in an efficient condition. 
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When fitting a gauge glass into its place, it is specially important that it should not 
be placed so high as to prevent a clearing rod being wiserted at G, Figures 1, 2 t 3, 4 and 5. 
Tins detect, especially it it ocours in a water-gauge attached to a boiler subject to priming, • 
permits a rapid accumulation *of scum around the top of the glass and results in the 
choking of the orifice leading from cock B to the gauge glass in each of the figures. 

When a gauge glass is too short, or is placed either too high oi too low in thp fittings, 
it is also liable to become choked by the packing material being forced over its ends by 
the glands whilst being screwed up. 

The use of unsuitable or insecure internal pipes in connection either* with the 
oidmary glass giuge cocks of the description shown in Figure 1, or with test cocks which 
are jointed to the boiler itself, should also be carefully guarded against. 

Boiler casualties have resulted from the cocks B and D having the parts wiongly 
place 1 as shown lfl Figure 6, Plate II. In one case of that kind, which forms the subject 
«L Report No. 208 under tho Boiler Explosions Acts, the engineer in testing the water- 
gauge ormttel to see that the passages in the cocks B and D were clear when the handles 
wen* m their proper working position . This defect could easily have been discovered .if 
piopnr ifttention had been paid to the condition of the cocks A defect of this nature may 
he due to faulty construction originally, or to the handle of the cock having been over- 
strained, ami the neck twisted. Whether the passages in the plugs are fair anil clear can, 
however, be verified m a few minutes As an illustration, the water cock D, Figure 6, 
Plate II, can be verifie l by blowing through E with B shut and then moving the handle ^ 
of D one side until it is just closed, and then to the other side until it is again just 
closed , the proper woikmg position of the handle is about oqually distant from each m 
the above positions The otlicu cocks can bo verified in the same manner.

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Another sonous casualty occurred through the handle of the cook A, Figure 11, having 
hcori twisted from its original position relatively to the orifioe of the cook, resulting in tint 
cock Inn ii g shut when apparently open. , 

When a waler-gauge, that is clear in all its partB, has been thoroughly blown thiough, 
Hie water in the glass rises above the level at which it formerly stood, immediately the 
diatn code E is closed, but it left undisturbed for a time it gradually falls to its former 
position The amount of rise which occurs on those occasions depends chiefly on the 
iciiiporalurc of the contents of the boiler and on the length of the pipeB by which 
column Y is connected top and bottom to the boiler, but m oases where the gauge is of the 
descnption illustrated m Figures 3, 4 and 5, it amounts in high pressure boilers to about 
4 inches, while the tune occupied by the water in returning to its former level ranges 
from 30 to 40 minutes. The cause of this rise is twofold, .namely (a) thf» displacement ot 
i lie comparatively cold water in pipe Q by hotter and proportionately lighter water from 
the boiler, and (fc) a slight condensation of the steam and a corresponding fractional 
reduction of pressure in pipe I. The cause of the gradual subsidence of the 'water in (lie 
glass lo its former level is also of a dual character, namely, (a) the cooling of the watot m 
pipe H, and ( b ) the diminution hi the condensation ol steam in pipe I owing to the col Inc*, 
turn therein of air released from the steam condensed. 

These results will, however, bo somewhat modified if the water in the boiler is <>( 

, higher density than in pipe H, and this will nearly always be the case owing to the con- 
densation of the steam m the glass and upper fittings of tho water gauge, causmg the 
water in the lower part to be fresher than that in the boiler. 

Tho Examiner should impress upon candidates tho necessity fyr periodically Mowing 
thiough the water-gaugo on each boiler (no matter what the form may be) in a systematic 
and thorough mannei, and, in cases whero a boiler ib fitted with two water-gauges, of 
keeping both in constant use , finally, he should further impress upon them the necessity 
lor keeping the water-gauges well-lighted, clean, and in all respects efficient.

— During the month rainfall was general throughout the 
Province Precipitation was above the average in fourteen districts and below normal 
elsewhere.
